United States Patent 5,926,212, Kondo, relates to a hand- 
held video camera with an image signal processing apparatus 
for compressing image data to a recording medium. The video 
camera can correct for camera shake. 

European Patent Application EP 0574228 Al , Ishizuka, 
relates to a video signal processing circuit used in 
performing vibration correction for a video camera. Defective 
pixel compensation and optical detector window adjustment are 
also used in connection with the vibration correction.
